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The Forward Thinker 


While the debate was in its early 
stages. Senator R. McR. McArthur leaned 
back in his chair and listened attentively. 
He was enjoying the proceedings with the 
calm pleasure of a social scientist. He 
watched the audience to see who fidgeted 
as one political Jacob after another went 
to the foot of the ladder and wrestled with 
the angels. He took note of the nods of 
approval when the senator from Eerie 
County got a moral full Nelson on the 
question and almost broke its neck. and 
of the few tightened lips when the gentle- 
man from Whipstitch County made _ his 
estimate of how many milliohs would 
accrue to the city and state treasuries 
from a tax on off-track betting on Thor- 


oughbred races. There were twisted 
smiles of disbelief when a handsome 


young first-termer ticked off the numerous 
other advantages that would accrue from 
legalizing the illegal. 

The veteran observed. after a_ while. 
that a few of the others were observing 
him. as if looking for a declaration from 
the uncommitted. Well. he reflected. if 
he could not enjoy the spectacle from 
astride the fence. he could leap a few 
more fences to test his fellows in the 
chase. When he got the floor, he said: 

“Gentlemen. I have learned much 
from my distinguished colleagues. I have 
learned. for instance. that gambling is 
evil. and therefore not a proper matter 
for taxation. If this reasoning is correct. 
then we should revoke all the outstanding 
licenses permitting gambling at the race 
tracks — just as soon as we can balance 
the budget without assistance from the 
horse-player. 

“On the other hand. I have learned 
that the end justifies the means. that is. 
money is reason enough for anything that 
is debatable on other grounds. Or. in the 
immortal words of the Director of the 
Budget. if you can find the money. any 
damn fool can find the reason for it. 
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“Further, | have been informed that. 
ii we legalize what is now illegal. we 
can make the police honest. and give 
them a day off. besides. since the state 
will usurp the revenue which now accrues 
to operators of handbooks. The logic 
liere has a certain whimsical charm about 
it. 

“Beyond all this. | have heard that the 
proposed tax is the most just of all pos- 
sible taxes. since it is levied only against 
the winners. In this case the logic has a 
certain infantile naivete which might do 
well in the funny papers. but lacks the 
substance for debate on the floor of the 
Senate. 

“Except for this last imbecility—that 
the losers were going to lose in any case 
and the winners can afford to pay—I do 
not here and now contend against the rea- 
soning in support of permitting horse- 
players to make new contributions, though 
I reserve the privilege of roaring with a 
proper degree of fierceness if the need 
arises, 

“At the moment. | rise only to call at- 
tention to an obvious therefore 
overlooked?) shortcoming of this bill. It 
proposes. in small. that we authorize 
urban facilities for betting on horse races 
and that the state and city share the 
profits. I heard none of you discuss 
whether the effect of such off-track facili- 
ties on Thoroughbred racing would be 
good or ill. and this appears a not incon- 


sequential matter. since we now depend 
heavily upon revenues from that source. 

“For this reason, I have a suggestion 
for the senators who have convinced them- 
selves that means are justified by ends 
whenever the ends are counted in millions 
oi dollars. I suggest that we re-commit 
this bill for further study, and especially 
for considering other activities suitable for 
methodical insertion of the governmental 
hand into the private pocket. 

“Think. gentlemen, of the boundless 
opportunities to be left lying uncultivated 
if we limit these betting parlors to Thor- 
oughbred racing. We could have football 
pools. as they do in England, with per- 
ruutations so involved that an attempt to 
fix the pay-off would be hopeless. We 
could have pools on basketball, baseball. 
jai-alai. the number of shares of stock 
sold in the New York Stock Exchange, 
bank clearings. the President’s golf score. 
or the morning offering at St. John the 
Divine. 

“Is horse racing the only uncertainty 
upon which our citizens wager? Or is it 
the only one honest enough to justify our 
approval of their wagering’. If so, let us 
protect it from the danger which further 
exploitation would entail. Let us look 
for a few well balanced roulette wheels 
and some honest bird-cages one- 
armed bandits. None of these costs as 
much to maintain as a race horse, and all 
cf them provide faster action. 

“Tt is unnecessary to extend the exam- 
ples of overlooked opportunities. But if 
off-track betting on Thoroughbred horses 
is justified because a division of govern- 
ment needs money. let us look ahead to 
other means of gambling which may be 
justified by the same end. 

“These few remarks were prompted by 
the inexorable logic I have heard this 
morning. | have continued the discussion 
in similar vein. [| hope that you are now 
no less confused than I am.”

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NEW YORK 
The Big Freeze 


The hazards of winter racing were sel- 
dom more evident than last week, when 
snow and freezing temperatures forced 
cancellation of racing programs at Aque- 
duct and at Sportsman’s Park in Chicago, 
Waterford Park in West Virginia, and 
Churchill Downs in Louisville. 

With snow moving through the Middle 
West, Sportsman’s was the first to close 
shop. It had snowed off and on in Chicago 
for several days. and by early Saturday 
afternoon, November 16, management de- 
cided that the frozen track was in no con- 
dition for the day’s racing. Approximately 
7,500 hardy patrons were refunded the 
price of admission. The Arch Ward Me- 
morial Handicap was among the races 
scheduled for that day. the last of Sports- 
man’s fall meeting. 

The Waterford management early Wed- 
nesday, November 18, announced that it 
would suspend operations for 2 days be- 
cause below-freezing weather had made 
the track hazardous. General manager 
Horace Wade said, however. that Water- 
ford had every intention of carrying on 
until November 28, last day of the meet- 
ing. 

Marshall Cassidy, director of racing 
for the New York Racing Association, 
called off racing at Aqueduct on Wednes- 
day. November 18. He explained that the 
track had been caught unprepared when 
the temperature dropped lower than had 
been predicted by weathermen. 

If NYRA management had been able to 
anticipate the sudden drop in temperature, 
it “would simply have kept the tractors 
and harrows on the track all night to 
keep the cold from setting in and tighten- 
ing up the racing surface as it did.” 
Cassidy said. 

The cold wave that blanketed the New 
York area Tuesday night also struck Balti- 
more, but Pimlico, forseeing the emer- 
gency. had alerted ground crews, who 
worked in 4-hour shifts all night, and on 
Wednesday the track still was operating. 

The cancellation at Churchill Downs 
was for racing of Wednesday. November 
18. 


Top-Level Shuffle 


A reorganization of the administrative 
officers of the New York Racing Associa- 
tion was completed last week. 

Edward T. Dickinson was moved up 
from vice president to president, succeed- 
ing John W. Hanes, who became chairman 
of the board. and Frank M. Basil was pro- 
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moted from assistant treasurer to vice 
president and comptroller. Marshall 
Cassidy will continue as vice president 
and director of racing, and George D. 
Widener will remain as honorary chair- 
man of the beard. 

Dickinson. a 48-year-old Yaleman. was 
brought into racing by Hanes last May, 
and since that time he has been Hanes’ 
chief assistant. Basil has been with the 
organization for 4 years. 

Said Dickinson after his election: “I'm 
tremendously flattered by the action of

the board of trustees. | am proud to be a 
part of this most fascinating business and 
am gratified to find a ready acceptance on 
the part of veterans in racing. This new 
job is a tremendous challenge. but I have 
been preparing for it by studying every 
phase of the sport since I became asso- 
ciated with the NYRA last May. Racing is 
a way of life, and it is now my way of 
life.” 

Dickinson’s experience in business and 
government includes service with United 
States Steel Corporation. War Production 
Board.

Council. He was commissioner of the De- 
partment of Commerce under New York’s 
former governor Averell Harriman. 

Basil previously had served in executive 
capacities with the Southern Production 
Company, Minnesota Pipe Line Company, 
the Offshore Company, Federal Water 


and Gas Corporation, Big Inch Gas and 
Oil Corporation, and Coastal Pipe Line 
Company. 


CALIFORNIA 
Fix Case to Trial 


Los ANGELEs. A jury of 8 women and 
4 men was chosen November 16 to hear 
the case of 6 men indicted on charges of 
doping a Thoroughbred and fixing Thor- 
oughbred races. 

Two other men, indicted along with the 
6 by the Los Angeles County Grand Jury 
September 3 were freed by Superior 
Judge Leroy Dawson to testify against 
the other 6 on trial, 

Immunity. in the case on trial. was 
granted to Richard Gach, 29, former 
jockeys’ agent. who is involved in other 
prosecutions, and to Don Wells, 30, a 
trainer. 

Principal defendant among those re- 
maining on trial is Fred Otash, 37, widely 
publicized Hollywood private detective, 
who is accused of having “master-minded” 
the horse-doping and jockey-bribing plots 
in an effort to bring off large betting 
coups. 

Others on trial are Glen Lasswell, 28, 
ex-jockey whose career began brilliantly 
on California tracks at about the same 
time Willie Shoemaker was getting his 
start. then went into eclipse: Lou Kane, 
35. horse owner; David Negri, 28. a bar- 
tender; and Don Potter. 29. and Don 
Hinton, 26. robbery convicts. 

The trial is expected to last for several 
weeks. It is being prosecuted by deputy 
district attorneys James Kolts and John 
Howard. 

The indictment followed a 7-month in- 
vestigation developed by Julian R. Blod- 
gett. chief of district attorney William 
B. McKesson’s office. 

Forty witnesses, some of whom were 
said to be unindicted participants in the 
bribery and doping plots, were heard by 
the Grand Jury in its 3-day sifting of 
evidence. The indictment returned in- 
cluded 4 counts. 

One charged Otash, Gach, Potter, Lass- 
well, and Hinton with a conspiracy to bribe 
jockeys at Caliente to stage races in which 
selected horses won. 

Another count accused Otash. Negri, 
Kane. Wells. Gach, Hinton, and Potter of 
conspiring to dope the horse Wonder Boy 
in a race run at Santa Anita Park on 
March 4, 1959. 

In the third count Otash and Gach were 
accused together of paying bribes to 
jockeys on January 26. 1959. The fourth 
count accused Otash alone of bribing a 
jockey last February 10. 

At the time of the indictment, Kolts 
said testimony indicated that Otash and 
Gach had sent Lasswell and another ex-

lengths from Polamby. Previously this year she had won the Alabama and Jersey Belle Stakes and Vineland Handicap. 


jockey. Kenneth Godkins, to Caliente last 
spring to arrange with riders there to 
“fix” races. It was charged that, through 
2 border jockeys, arrangements were made 
to pay Caliente jockeys to let a selected 
horse win in each of 4 races. 

According to Kolts, the plot succeeded 
twice, Otash and a number of his acquaint- 
ances reaping large winnings on wagers 
made with a national bookmaking syndi- 
cate. 

In February. Otash and Gach arranged 
with Kane and Wells to purchase the 
horse Wonder Boy, which was listed as 
being owned only by Wells, said Kolts. 

It was charged that on March 3 Gach 
and Potter climbed a fence into the Santa 
Anita stable enclosure and entered a 40- 
horse stable. They told Wells, who was 
on the premises, that they had adminis- 
tered sedatives to several horses expected 
to be the chief opposition for Wonder 
Boy in a race the next day. 

Investigator Alex Panteleone said Gach 
and Potter apparently became confused in 
the large stable and administered seda- 
tives to horses which were not entered in 
the race with Wonder Boy. 

One witness told the Grand Jury that 
he saw Gach administer a large hypo- 
dermic injection to Wonder Boy, and was 
told it was a stimulant that could make 
a horse win. 

But Wonder Boy ran out of the money. 
Successful or not, horse-doping is a fel- 
ony in California, it was pointed out by 
McKesson. 

Otash, a former Los Angeles police- 
man, judo expert. and onetime physical 
educatien instructor in the Marine Corps. 
has been involved in several publicized 
events over the last several years. 
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Hinton, according to investigators. ac- 
companied other alleged conspirators to 
Caliente and once threatened certain 
jockeys there with physical harm when 
they were reluctant to join in the “fix” 
propositions. 

Negri was named as having driven Gach 
and Potter to Santa Anita with knowledge 
they were engaged in horse-doping ac- 
tivity. 

On November 9, prosecutors got at least 
a temporary setback when one of their key 
witnesses turned with “merory 
trouble.” 

She is Marcy McClure, 24. a television 
actress and friend of Otash. Kolts and 
Howard said that on October 8 Miss 
McClure made an important statement to 
investigators Panteleone and James Pat- 
terson about a meeting between Otash 
and some of his alleged co-conspirators 
at Caliente last January, on a day when. 
the prosecutors charge. jockeys were 
bribed to run a fixed race there. 

On November 9 Miss McClure appeared 
at McKesson’s office with her attorney. 
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Marvin Mitchelson. The attorney said that 
when the investigators aroused Miss Mc- 
Clure in her Hollywood apartment about 
9:30 a. m. October 8 she was “so sleepy” 
that she could not recall just what she 
told Panteleone and Patterson. 

Gach was convicted several weeks ago 
of another jockey bribery plot involving 
Pomona County Fair races, and he faces 
sentence for that offense in another court 
December 7. He is also in jail for lack 
of $50,000 bail on charges that he tried 
to intimidate and bribe another witness 
in the present case. 

Defense attorneys, headed by Arthur 
Crowley. said that they would challenge 
Gach’s credibility when he appears. They 
will cite his other involvements and _ his 
hope for light sentence as reasons for his 
testimony.

A controlling interest in Tanforan was 
bought last week by a 4-man syndicate 
headed by William G. Gilmore, a San 
Francisco steel executive and vice presi- 
dent of Golden Gate Fields. Gilmore and 
his associates. Max Bell, Frank McMahan, 
and Harco Hellman, will keep 30 per cent 
of the stock. 

Twenty per cent of the stock was re- 
tained by 3 investors who bought Tanfor- 
an last August from Eugene Mori, and 
another 50 per cent was sold in small 
pieces to individual subscribers. 

The purchase from Mori was negotiated 
by Roger L. Stevens, New York theatrical 
producer and real estate operator; Nicho- 
las J. Tweel. president of the Continental 
Tobacco Company, of Huntington, W. 
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Va.: and Henry Lewis III. of Old West- 
bury, Long Island, president of Jupiter 
Oils. 

The new management named as presi- 
dent Bert W. Railey. who resigned from 
the California Horse Racing Board to 
accept the appointment. Railey was once 
executive vice president of the Colgate- 
Palmolive-Peet Corporation. 


Study in Form 


Bay Meadows stewards last week sus- 
pended jockey Merrill Faulkner and train- 
er De Wayne Branch for “the sharp re- 
versal of form” of the gelding Big Des. 
winner of the fourth race Tuesday. No- 
vember 17. Their case was referred to 
the California Horse Racing Board. 

Big Des on November 9 had run fifth 
in a $2.000 claiming race at Bay Mead- 
ows. starting at odds of 1215 to 1. The 
rider told stewards that. on this occasion, 
the trainer had advised him to “take the 
horse back.” 

In the race of November 17. Big Des 
started as an 11-to-5 favorite and led all 
the way. winning by 414 lengths. 


MARYLAND 
Hot, Man 


BaLtimore. Pimlico had everything to 
which Maryland racegoers had been ac- 
customed for the past 89 years, save bad 
weather. The temperature soared to the 
low-70°s on opening day. November 13. 
and Maryland Jockey Club officials had 
little opportunity to show off the heating 
units which have been installed in the 
grandstand-club house building. now com- 
pletely glass-enclosed. 

The old members’ club house thrived 
with activity as the full roster of MJC 
members revelled in its old Victorian 
splendor. Maryland crab cakes went to 
their happy hunting ground in great 
numbers. as millions of their predecessors 
have done at Old Hilltop for the greater 
part of the last century. And Howard 
Grant. by whom the late-generation Pim- 
lico aficionados swear unswervingly. rode 
3 winners, including the favored Creswood 
Dottie in the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes. 

But Pimlico officialdom did not know 
whether to rejoice over the clear, warm 
weather or be disappointed over the lack 
of necessity to flip the switch on its mil- 
lions of BTU’s. 

The grandstand-club house building. 
with a face of optically-ground glass. has 
78 heaters. Of these, 60 operate on the 
infra-red principle. heating only objects 
on which its rays fall and leaving the 
intervening air unchanged. By mid-after- 
noon. only 3 heaters were in operation. 
and even they seemed superfluous. 

President Herman Cohen and executive 
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director Lou Pondfield were satisfied that 
the 8.615 customers had been amply im- 
pressed with the fact that in the cold days 
ahead the only battle would be that with 
the mutuels. The weather would remain 
outside.

MICHIGAN 
The Eighth Round 


Detroit. If Michigan’s 6 racing asso- 
ciations thought their date problems could 
he solved by mandate of the legislature. 
they were wrong. Racing commissioner 
James H. Inglis. issuing dates for the 
eighth time since he took office in 1953. 
provoked all the usual arguments with 
his proposed dates for 1960. 

In a joint statement the Detroit Race 
Course and Hazel Park objected to the 
proposed 126-day Thoroughbred season. 
while 2 of the 4 harness associations also 
registered complaints. 

After years of date controversy with 
commissioner Inglis. track officials last 
year had dared to hope that their troubles 
were over at last. In completely revamp- 
ing the outmoded 1933 Michigan Racing 
Act, the legislature said that the com- 
missioner must announce Thoroughbred 
dates by December 1 and Standardbred 
dates by December 15. Lawmakers also 
approved a resolution “urging the state 
racing commissioner to allocate not less 
than 130 days nor more than 144 days 
for Thoroughbred racing” and the same 
for harness racing in the Detroit area. 


House Concurrent Resolution No. 58 
concluded: “Resolved that a copy of this 
resolution be sent to the state racing com- 
missioner and that he inform the Legis- 
lature of his actions in compliance there- 
with.” 

When Inglis released his proposed dates 
last week, he took note of the legislative 
resolution. Although he thought that “no 
increase in the 1960 schedule was called 
fer” (because of declines in wagering 
and attendance in 1959). he added 9 days 
to the Thoroughbred schedule and wrote: 
“J am glad to comply with the request of 
the Legislature.” 

The 2 Thoroughbred tracks took one 
look at the proposed schedule and_pro- 
tested. 

Both the DRC and Hazel Park had ap- 
plied for 66 days of racing in 1960. The 
DRC received 62 and Hazel Park 64, not 
only fewer than they expected. but an 
unequal split of the season in face of a 
tradition which calls for equal dates. 

The DRC was allotted Friday. May 20, 
through Saturday, July 30, while Hazel 
Park drew Wednesday, August 3. through 
Saturday, October 15. No date hearing 
was set as in the past. but Inglis invited 
objections or comments. He got them at 
once, 

“We are happy to have received early 
action this year on our application for 
racing dates,” DRC president E. E. Dale 
Shaffer and Hazel Park vice president 
James Bellanca declared. “However. we 
note that the commissioner’s proposed 
schedule . . . does not conform to the 
minimum of 130 recommended by the

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A Quarter-Mile From High Street 


NEWMARKET. For 5 crowded days each 
year, the December sales make this small 
English city a focal point of the Thor- 
oughbred world. Buyers from almost every 
horse-breeding country converge here to 
obtain racing and breeding stock. Of the 
foreigners. Americans are the most active 
buyers of high-class (and high-priced) 
stock, but there also are many purchases 
by visitors from Canada. France, Japan, 
Germany, Italy. Australia. New Zealand, 
South Africa. Argentina. Chile. Peru. 
Panama, and other countries. Sometimes 
these buyers speak English. sometimes 
they bring interpreters. and sometimes 
they just get along as best they can. 

This year the selling dates are Novem- 
ber 30-December 4. and the auctions are 
directed. as always. by Tattersalls at the 
Park Paddocks at Newmarket. about 215 
hours northeast of London if one goes by 
train. The sales area is less than a quarter- 
mile from the High Street of town. High 
Street being the English equivalent of 
Main Street in America. Thoroughbreds 
provide the leading industry of this town 
cf 10.000. There are more training stables 
than elsewhere in England. most of the 
major studs are in this area, and the his- 
toric race course and the frequent blood- 
stock sales are an important part of Eng- 
lish racing interests. 

The December sales have excitements 
and attractions of their own, but Amer- 
icans must not expect the equivalent of 
Saratoga. Keeneland. or Del Mar. For one 
thing. the available accommodations are 
not comparable. Some horsemen rent 
houses for sales week. and the hospitality, 
especially to foreigners, could not be 
bettered. The bloodstock agencies take 
rooms in private homes and make them 
available to clients. There is no _first- 
class hotel. by American standards, so 
visitors frequently stay in Cambridge. 10 
miles away. 

Facilities at the sales are different from 
those in America. and. as one might 
expect, some are better and some. are 
worse. There are no reserved seats. There 
are benches which probably seat about 
100 persons if they crowd together—and 
sometimes it is so cold that one welcomes 
the crowding. Most of the audience stands. 
and bidders and spectators frequently wan- 
der out. to the walking rings to view the 
animals. to the nearby bar. to the res- 
taurant. or to the 2-foot-wide coal fire in 
the buffet lunch room. It is always cold, 
usually wet. and sometimes snowy at the 
December sales. In short. it can be so 
downright miserable that only the most 
fervent can stick out 5 days of selling 
from 9:15 until after 6. There is no let- 
up for lunch or even for tea. but there is 
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a good buffet lunch where one stands while 
he eats. plus regular restaurant service 
nearby. All these facilities. plus the bar 
and Tattersalls’ office. are in a modern 
building about 15 feet from the sales ring. 

As many horses as possible are stabled 
in the boxes on Tattersalls” property. but 
about 1.200 animals usually are offered. 
and some must be stabled at Newmarket 
studs. and a few arrive on the day of their 
sale. Horses in training often stay at their 
trainer's headquarters near the gallops. 

As each lot number nears selling time. 
the animal is first led around an oval ring 
about 250 feet in diameter and about 400 
feet from the sales arena. This ring is un- 
fenced, and viewers may walk to the mid- 
dle of it or ask the boy to lead his horse 
outside to stand for closer inspection. As 
many as 20 horses may be walking here 
at the same time. Horses sold in training 
are always ridden. rather than led. even 
in the sales ring. In the center of this 
first large ring is a lifesize statue of a 
fox. a famous bit of statuary, known. 
logically enough. as “The Fox.” When the 
original Tattersalls’ ring in London was 
torn down. this historic figure was trans- 
ferred to Newmarket from its old. site 
near Hyde Park. 


The horses nearest their time for selling 


* 


are led nearer the sales ring, into an un- 
fenced circular ring about 100 feet in 
diameter. where bidders again may have 
them pulled out for a better look. When 
it is next to be sold. the horse stands just 
outside the sales ring gate, and between 
2 rails. on which the prospective buyers 
may lean for a last appraisal. It is just 
15 feet from the gateway, and many bids 
are made by persons standing at the 
rails. 

The circular sales ring has no roof, but 
the spectators are under cover. The ros- 
trum is raised. of course, and the auc- 
tioneer works alone, with no spotters in 
the crowd. The reserve is not announced, 
but if. as the bidding progresses, the 
auctioneer says. “I am going to sell him,” 
or something similar, it means the re- 
serve has been exceeded. Sometimes the: 
catalogue reports that a lot is to be sold 
without reserve. 

Americans buying at Newmarket—or 
buying English stock at American sales— 
must adjust their thinking in appraising 
an offering. For one thing, only first 
money is considered in crediting English 
earnings to an individual. and therefore 
to the sire. For example, Arctic Star’s son 
Fidalgo has won £8.816 by English rec- 
ords. No consideration is given to his 
seconds. which include £4,068 for placing

It will be the first time in Australia 
that a controlled sale of Thoroughbreds 
has been attempted. The organization, to 
be registered as International Thorough- 
bred Breeders’ Committee. will control 
publicity. overseas advertising, and secre- 
tarial work from a 5 per cent deduction 
from the gross sales. 


Off-Course Betting 


Victoria’s plan to legalize off-course 
totalisator betting is doomed, for some 
years at least. The Premier. Mr. Bolte. 
admitted as much after a debate in Pari- 
liament. 

The Country party leader. Sir Herbert 
Hyland, said the bill was a rotten egg 
and should be thrown out. His party’s op- 
position means that the government lacks 
the numbers to get the bill through the 
upper house. The Labor party already 
had announced its opposition. 

Hyland urged the government to bring 
in something more acceptable later on. 
The government, he added. should try to 
satisfy those who were clamoring for 
cash betting.

in this years Derby. and £3.19214 for 
placing in the St. Leger. Moreover. off- 
spring of English sires are scattered 
through other countries. *Tudor Min- 
strel is seventh in this year’s English list 
in the amount of earnings (and ties with 
Petition. the leading money sire, for first 
in number of races won). but might he not 
have been the leader had *Tomy Lee and 
*Ole Fols been left to race in England? 
And more credit to Mossborough, which 
led the English sire list last year without 
*Cavan to represent him here. *Tulyar 
and Never Say Die are among the other 
sires with good offspring racing abroad. 

In buying English horses. one must have 
a bit more respect for “winners.” In 
America. we tend to judge catalogue pedi- 
grees on the basis of stakes winners. Of 
course. a classic winner is the superlative. 
but as there are only 5 classics, you are 
supposed to know about them, and the 
term classic winner is unlikely to appear 
in a catalogue. 

For an English mare to produce 4 or 5 
winners is a good record. Winners are 
hard to come by in England. In 1958 the 
percentage of winners to starters was 
34.37. While the abnormally hard ground 
limited many fields this summer, the rains 
in October and November returned the 


situation to normal. There were 49 start- 
ers in the November Handicap. Some of 
the 2-year-old races have had over 30 
starters, and in 6-race programs this month 
Windsor had 166 runners and Manches- 
ter 171. 

The cataloguing is quite different from 
ours. One must admire the owner who 
reports “raced unsuccessfully.” More 
likely it is. “only raced a few times” (no 
details). “saved for the stud.” “not trained 
owing to the war.” or “injured in training 
and retired.” The offspring “sold to go 
abroad” may have been sold down the 
river or up the river. Usually. only the 
successful offspring of a broodmare are 
mentioned. and almost never the slips or 
the barren years. One must fill in the 
missing information. or obtain it from one 
of the bloodstock agencies. 


There is no “spare time” at the sales. 
but if a few hours can be spent away from 
them, it is a treat to see the horses training 
over the gallops in the morning. And some 
of the most famous stallions can be seen. 
by arrangement, at nearby studs. 

Some American buyers are at Newmar- 
ket year after year. such as Mr. and Mrs. 
Taylor Hardin. and Humphrey Finney. 
this year to be accompanied by his son 
John. Among others expected from the 
U. S. this year are Gen. W. W. Kratz, of 
Santa Barbara: Jim Radney. trainer for 
Mrs. Ellsworth H. Augustus; Alex Bower. 


of the Cromwell Bloodstock Agency; Olin 
Gentry. of Darby Dan Farm; Howard 
Endicott. of Danada Farm; and Alfred 
Nuckols. of Hurstland Farm. 


The Newmarket December sales are 
well worth at least one visit to buy, to 
look, or just to meet horsemen from many 
countries.

Michigan Legislature. . . . Our specific 
request for 132 days . . . was based 
chiefly on what we believed to be a man- 
date of the Legislature. 

“The commissioner has seen fit to sub- 
stitute his judgment for that of the asso- 
ciations and the Legislature. . . . We 
have no desire to create difficulties. but 
it would appear the commissioner should 
new reconsider his proposal and grant the 
dstes as applied for and as required by 
the resolution of the Legislature.” 

Inglis disagreed. “I have followed the 
spirit of the resolution. As I see it. the 
resolution is a request. not a directive. 
The ultimate responsibility for the length 
cf the season still rests with me.” 

In his date announcement. Inglis had 
written. “I am not as confident as some 
members of the Legislature that a length- 
ening of the season will necessarily pro- 
duce a proportionate increase in the pari- 
mutuel tax return since an_ over-long 
scason causes interest to lag and dimin- 
ishes the quality of the racing.” 

In turning down the DRC’s request for 
a May 16 opening. Inglis pointed out that 
it probably would have placed the track 
ir. conflict with Churchill Downs for a 
whole week. “As it is.” he noted. “there 
will be a 2-day overlap.” 

On the harness dates the commissioner 
added 3 nights to the metropolitan Detroit 
season at the expense of out-state Jackson 
Raceway. which was cut by 4. nights. 
Significantly. Inglis cut down harness 
racing’s head start over Thoroughbred 
racing from nearly 4 weeks to 214 weeks.

The November issue of the Racing 


endar gives the results of the 1956 breed- 
ing season (foals of 1957) for stallions 
which covered at least 10 mares in that 
year. There were 687 such stallions, and 
they got 7.519 registered foals, 73 per 
cent of the 10.305 total reported in the 
stud book supplement listing the registra- 
tions of 1957. 

For 7 years. beginning with the breed- 
ing season of 1950. the registrar’s office 
has provided an annual report of this kind, 
but full data have been available for only 
) years. The first report gave only the 
number of mares covered and the result- 
ing number of applications for registra- 
tion. Additional figures were given when 
the 1951 breeding season was accounted 
for in 1954. and the following year the 
number of mares reported to have died 
was added. establishing the format which 
is still followed. 

During the 5-year period in which the 
registrar has presented all the informa- 
tion available. 20 per cent of the mares 
have been listed in the no-report column. 
Absence of data on 1 out of every 5 mares 
tends to distort the other figures. since 
many of the unreported mares died, some 
aborted. and others produced foals which 
died before time for registration. 

Aside from its other limitations. the 
list includes several horses which had 
only a part of their get registered with 
The Jockey Club in New York. Bold 
Irishman. for instance. is credited with 8 
living foals. though he had 14 registered 
in the Mexican stud book. The Jockey 
Club reports 5 Ocean Wave foals of 1957. 
and the Mexican registry reports 5 others. 

The Racing Calendar ignores the unre- 
ported mares in giving fertility percent- 
ages. Thus. if a stallion covered 15 mares. 
of which 10 had foals and 5 were in the 
no-report category. fertility was given as 
100 per cent. In the subjoined list the per-

THE LAST REPORT? 


The Jockey Club inaugurated its report 
on stallion fertility as a service to breed- 
ers who considered the data useful, but it 
remains unconvinced that the information 
is worth the trouble and expense involved 
in compilation.

centages have been recalculated, with the 
unreported mares arbitrarily considered as 
barren. so that the figure for a stallion 
with 15 mares. 10 foals, and 5 mares not 
reported is 66.7 per cent. 

In whatever manner the percentages are 
calculated. they remain inaccurate because 
only 80 per cent of the mares are report- 
ed. The only reliable figures are the ones 
which show the number of mares covered 
and the resulting number of applications 
for registration. In the 7-year period for 
which these figures have been published. 
55.3 per cent of the mares produced foals 
which came to the notice of The Jockey 
Club in applications for registration. The 
following table. which does not exclude 
mares reported dead, gives the results of 
the 7 years for which data are available:

The longest. sharpest. and most exten- 
sive memories of American racing were 
effaced when Joe Cooper died November 
10 in the San Mateo Hospital at San 
Mateo. Calif.. 2 weeks after falling and 
breaking a hip. The ancient horseman, 
who kept his age a secret. rode lap-and-tap 
quarter races in his native Missouri, where 
he went to grade school with President 
Eisenhower’s father, and his connection 
with Thoroughbred racing went back to 
the days of Bennings, Morris Park, Emery- 
ville. and many other tracks long since 
disappeared. 

Uncle Joe never struck gold in racing, 
but it kept him in silver for better than 
70 years. He began training in the late 
1870’s. and ran his horses at virtually 
every track in the country, and also in 
Canada, Cuba. and Mexico. He first moved 
to California in 1886, but did not confine 
his activity to the West Coast until about 
1912. when repressive legislation had all 
but exterminated the sport. Until a few 
years ago he was still riding his pony 
on the track and training a small stable. 

Mrs. Cooper died in 1957, a few months 
after they had celebrated their 63rd anni- 
versary of their wedding. 


Col. M. Robert Guggenheim 


Col. M. Robert Guggenheim, 74, brother 
of Harry F. Guggenheim, died Monday 
night. November 16, of a heart attack in 
Washington, D. C. 

Colonel Guggenheim, a graduate of the 
School of Mines at Columbia University, 
was active in the family’s extensive busi- 
ness interests. He served in the Army 
during World War 1, and from, 1932 to 
1933 he held an administrative job with 
the War Department. In 1953 he was 
named ambassador to Portugal, but after 
a year in the post he resigned because 
of ill health. His principal avocations were 
show horses and automobile racing.

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he had stated that among the best run- 
ners are found the best stallions; however, 
the statement that the best runner is the 
best stallion can be disproven hundreds 
of times. If one wants an insight into 
this. all he has to do is to avail himself 
of a list of the various stallions and note 
all the once great names at the track who 
are standing way off in the boondocks 
at a very low fee. 

As an engineer, I have learned the value 
of statistics. I also know that statistics 
have to be qualified, and when you point 
out certain things about *Alibhai. you do 
so to give the figures true value and 
meaning. 

Granted, we all know who are the top 
sires in this country, yet few of us can 
get to Bull Lea, *Princequillo, *Royal 
Charger. or Polynesian. We then need a 
means to evaluate the hundreds that re- 
main. Your average earnings index then 
becomes a helpful tool. However, we have 
to use other tools in conjunction with 
that index. Of importance is the class dis- 
tribution of a sire, for one top runner 
will run an index up. Although you stated 
that in statistics there is no room for the 
word exception, we still have to keep in 
mind that some sires that look good today 
are basically one-horse sires, for the re- 
mainder of their get is not too successful. 
In many cases, it would be of value to 
remove the best performer from the list. 
and figure an index for the remainder. 
Personally, I prefer a horse who sires 
many good useful horses. 


Another measure of value I use is an 
index based upon the average yearling 
sale price as compared with the adver- 
tised stud fee. This gives an indication 
of return on investment. I also compare 
the stud fee with the low animal in the 
sale offerings. . . . 

Your work helps reduce the amount of 
speculation in this horse-breeding game. 
We still have to use a lot of personal 
judgment, but at least we have some unit 
of measurement to help us in our evalu- 
ation. | hope you will increase your sta- 
tistical presentations in the future.
